; the body of Lenin, the first great 
I and revered leader of Soviet com ­ 
m unism. 
Tissues Becom e Resin 
Four days after Stalin's death 
March 5. his body was' placed in 
a m ausoleum next to the remains 
of Lenin, which had been under 
glass through 29 years of public 
veneration. The red m arble tomb, 
just beyond 
the 
frowning 
brick 
walls of M oscow ’s Kremlin, cur­ 
rently is closed to the public. 
Eckels, who is president pf the 
E ckels College of Mortuary Sci­ 
ence, Inc., said: 
“ If it can be assum ed that Sta-| 
lin’s rem ains w ere sim ilarly pre-! 
pared with the ultim ate aim b ein g 1 
perm anent preservation 
as 
were 
Lenin’s 
rem ains, 
supplem entary 
injections

Escanaba voters yesterday gave a whopping vote in support of tile 
school bond proposal. The companion issues for the construction of a new 
elementary school in the southwest section of the city were carried by a 
healthy margin of better than 5 to 2. 
The school election results are most gratifying from several view­ 
points.

Power With W ords 
By Dr. C. E. Funk 


Did you ever stop to think that when 
something is published it is, by strict in­ 
terpretation, “for the people”? 
Actually, when reduced to first princi­ 
ples, that is w'hat publish means. 
Here’s 
the way it goes: Publish is derived from 
Latin publico, to make public. But publico 
is in turn derived from publicus, 
which 
means “for the people,” coming in its turn 
from populus, the people. 
Another term is proclaim. This is from 
Latin proclamo and means “to 
cry 
out; 
to make a wide clamor.” We’re familial 
with the root in our word proclamation, 
which denotes, as you know, an official 
announcement for the people. 
And the tw’o words announcement and 
pronouncement convey similar 
meanings. 
The tem of each is from Latin nuncius, a 
reporter, a bearer of news, and both an- 
nuncio and pronuncio, 
from 
which 
our 
terms are derived, conveyed the meaning, 
“to make public the news or information 
borne by the messenger.** 
Divulge (di-VULDG) definitely 
comes 
into the class under consideration. Infor­ 
mation that is divulged always consists of 
matters that have previously 
been 
kept 
secret or hidden, but that are now spread 
open "for the people.” This may be move 
clearly seen when I explain that the stem 
of the Latin divulgo and our word vulgar 
are from the same 
source—vulgus, 
the 
people. 
But the word that started me on this line 
was one of my favorites, promulgate. The 
word isn’t as widely used as it should be, 
probably because those who have the op­ 
portunity to use it often are afraid to pro­ 
nounce it. British users don’t hesitate and, 
having in mind such words 
as 
contem­ 
plate and compensate, put the accent on 
the first syllable without question. That is 
my personal preference also, 
but 
many 
other American users 
prefer 
pro-MUL- 
gate. 
• 
The Latin source was promulgo, meaning 
to make known, to expose to public view, 
such as a law that was posted in the pub­ 
lic square. But somewhere along the line 
this Latin verb seems to have been alter­ 
ed from provulgo, which, as with divulge 
above, shows that news or the like is “for 
the people.”

Silly Taboos Destroy

QOME weeks ago a picket line 
took

WASHINGTON—There was some back­

One unpublicized development was the

this column had exposed the Greek ship­ 
ping scandals two years ago. McCarthy al­ 
ways likes to be first, and when he found 
he was warming up an old story, he was 
all the more agreeable to calling off his 
probe in return for a Greek pledge not to 
carry cargoes to Iron Curtain countries. 
Actually, Senator 
McCarthy 
was 
ab­ 
solutely right about probing 
the 
entire 
Greek shipping scandal. He should proceed 
vigorously, and he should also investigate 
the shipment of strategic supplies by his 
own friends the Chinese

to 
their enemies in Red China.

Brazilian Ambassador Walter

There may be some min­ 
or changes made in the bulky document 
that is the loan contract. But the expel ta- 
tion is that the deal will soon be buttorej 
up. 
This will end some six months of talk­ 
ing about it. At no time, it is understood 
did the Brazilians come in and tear their 
hair demanding a loan. But in September

In the first two weeks of J a n u a r y two 
U. S. Ex-Im Bank officials went to Rio to 
i heck up.

$400 million. 
At the 'tait of the Korean war, Brazili­ 
ans had ordered a lot more U. S. produc* 
than were actually needed, fearing short­ 
ages. On top of that, the Argentine wheat 
crop had failed and Brazil 
had 
to 
buy 
SI20 million worth of American wheat 
Brazil’s normal shipments of coffee an-i 
other exports to the U. S. give her an an­ 
nual dollar-earning capacity 
of 
around 
$800 million a year. But Brazil has an ex­ 
panding economy, an appetite for ovei a 
billion dollars’ worth of American goon- * 
year. Last year, however, Brazilians may 
have ordered as much as a billion-and-a-

Into The Past 


Unfortunate is the person who suffers 
from recurrng headaches. Such, 
for 
ex­ 
ample, is I. D., w’ho writes, “What, if any, 
is the cause and remedy for those horrible 
headaches which come on suddenly at the 
back of the head? After they have subsid­ 
ed that spot in my head remains sore to 
the touch. It is always worse on the left 
side than on the right. What does this sug­ 
gest.??” 
Theie are, it must be recognized, several 
kinds of recurring headaches. 
Some 
of 
them are on an emotional basis, others aie 
labeled migraine, and in still others addi­ 
tional causes are recognzed. 
It is now’ believed, however, that most 
headaches are associated w'ith changes in 
the circulation of the blood vessels in the 
brain, though the cause of such changes 
may differ from person to person. 
In I. D.’s case the fact that the 
head­ 
aches are largely on one side suggests mi­ 
graine, a condition the origin of w’hich is 
still somewhat shrouded in obscurity. 
So far as remedies for migraine are con­ 
cerned, there are drugs available 
which 
often can shorten or halt an attack if they 
are given at the. earliest possible moment 
These drugs, however, are powerful, and 


are not without danger, so they should be 
taken only under careful supervision. 
In general, severe or repeated headaches 
are 
difficult 
diagnostic 
problems. 
The 
complete history of the attacks, the kind 
and location of pain, and the 
preceding 
symptoms, if any, must be studied. 
A complete physical examination should 
be made. The sinuses need to be eliminated 
as a cause and so do the eyes. Special tests 
may have to be used in order to find out 
whether the headaches come from a local 
relaxation of theb loud vessels. 
TWO STEPS INVOLVED 
The treatment of any type 
of 
severe 
headache involves two 
steps. 
The 
first 
.step is to try to relieve the immediate dif­ 
ficulty as rapidly 
as 
possible. 
Certain 
types of headaches, especially the so-called 
“billious” type, can often be relieved bv 
simple pain-killing drugs, like aspirin. The 
more severe varieties may go on in spite 
of any drugs given. 
The second step is to try to identify the 
cause or at least the physical or emotional 
factors which tend to bring on the head­ 
aches. If these can be successfully attack­ 
ed. the headaches often can be made to 
appear less frequently.

Old-Age and Survivors Insurance 
is one of two nation-wide security 
programs for the aged. The second 
is the federal-state program

the needy aged, under which old 
people m ay get aid regardless cl 
whether they are covered by OAS1. 


13 Million Over 65 
Some 13 million persons in tile 
United States had reached the age 
of 65 at the beginning 
of 
1952. 
About four million of them were 
in jobs or were wives of men who 
were working, the Social Security 
Administration told Congressional 
Quarterly's research staff. About 
3.3 million of those over 65 were 
receiving benefits under Old-Age 
and 
Survivors 
Insurance, 
while 
about 2.7 million were recipients 
of aid under the federal-state pro­ 
gram for the needy. 
As more and more people reach 
retirement age who are covered by 
O A SI— its benefits were not paid 
until 1940—the 
number 
of 
OASI 
beneficiaries has increased, while 
’he number getting old-age assist­ 
ance from the federal-state pro­ 
gram has declined. 
Benefits and the costs of admin­ 
istering 
Old-Age 
aud 
Survivors 
Insurance are paid from contribu­ 
tions by employers, employees and 
the self-employed. 
Em ployed persons and their em­ 
ployers are taxed at equal rates 
on a w orker’s earnings up to $3,600 
* year. The employer reports tax­ 
able wages quarterly and forwards 
his and the w orker’s contributions 
to the U. S. Treasury.

And the merging seems to occur 
by chance, this study finds.

Merging By Chance 
This chance encounter could have 
much to do with why you look 
and act exarchy like you do. and 
not like your brother or 
sister.
